3 within specified ceilings However, cotton 
yam above 60s will continue to be allowed freely 
under OGL. 3. Export of Tyre Cord Yarn will 
also continue to be allowed under OGL. 3.

4. Shipment of Cotton Yam upto 60s shall be 
allowed only against certiucalnn made by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, 
Bombay on the Shipping Bills in respect of 
contracts registered with them. 

5. As regards, Cotton Yam above 60s, exports 
will be allowed freely in accordance with the Trade 
Notices issued by the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council, Bombay and the exporters 
shall furnish statistics of exports to the Council 
within 7 days from the date of the shipment. 

6. In respect of shipments to U.S.A. and the 
EEC Member-States, necessary announcement 
regarding export entitlements will be made by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. 

7. Exporters are required to submit to the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council by the 
tenth of every month, details of shipments of 
Cotton Yam upto 60s effected by them.
